'Ilio route trom
Chattanooga to Meridian, Misnissippi, through
Northern Alabama, has 155 miles in running
order; and of the new lines proposed one runs
lrom Urimn to JJccatur, 2.ii miles, one trom
Montgomery to Decatur, 1 s:i miles, and
another from Chattanooca to Montgomery,
with others of less consequence In Tou- -

ncssee, there is nreat interest manifested
in lines to connect tho Ohio valley with tho
Gulf.

Tho news of tho progress of tho Utah
Central Railroad is exceedingly gratifying.
Upwards of eleven miles havo been
laid, including switches, bringing tho
rails within four miles of Kay's croek; and
should iron como on as soon as expected,
it is hoped that tho lino will bo finished to
Kay's Ward in a short time.
